But it it be foun- 
dzing, fretteſhing, oz ſach like, then pon ſhall firft pare all 
his houes cleane over, ſo thinne that you map diſcerne the 
quicke ail ouer, then let him bloud at the focs, and take 
great ſfoze of bioud from him, but inany caſe cut nat the 
veine in lunder: then take the ſixt medicine and being bop⸗ 
ling hot (after hoilow ſhoes haue bene tackt on his fete) 

with Flare hurds dipt therein, foppe all the ſoales of his 
fete vp hard, and thus doe twice in ſire dapes , and 
it will bzing his fete to their full perfection againe, with⸗ 
out any great loſs oz trouble. RE 
As foz the common infirmities in a Yozſes pztup parts, Peas inthe 
which are ſwellings,inlammations,incozding,e ſuch like, fer fung. 
pou ſhall but on ſwimme pour hoꝛſe in cold water Poz- 
ning and Euening, and it is a pꝛeſent helpe, both fo2 them, 
oꝛ the ſfifling of a hozſe in his hinder ioynt: Thus pou 
ſe theſe twelue meditines will ſufficiently cure all the diſ⸗ 
eaſes in Hoꝛſe oz Beaſt whatſocuer, which who ſo will 
not carry in his memozy, he is woꝛthy now and then to 
be punicht foz his floath, and ſometimes fo ſaffer lolls, 
which may make him moꝛe induſtrious to ſtudie foz 
his owne god and pzofit. And thus much 
foz the cure of dileaſes.
